2 The ſad effe&s which the diſſolution of this Parlizxment produced, 
were the loffe of Roche!l, by the unhappy. helps of Engiavds Ships. 

3 The diverſion of a moſt facile and hopefull warre from the Feſt-Indics, ro a 
moſt expencive and ſucceflclefle attempt on Cates. 

4 The bloody .and unbleſſedattempt on theilile of Ree, and thereby a precipitate 
breach of peace with Fraxce,-to our great lofle. 

5 A peace.concluded with,Spaine, without eonlent of Parliament, contrary to 
a promiſe formerly made to the Kingdome, 'by King Fames, a little before his 
death ; whereby the Cauſe of rhe Palatzudte was altogether moſt ſhamefally deſert- 
ed by us. 

6 The Kingdome ſuddenly billetted with Souldiers, and a concomitant projet 
ſet on foot for Germane Horſes to force men, by feare, tofall before arbitrary and 
tyrannicall taxarions, continually:to be:laid upon rhem, 

2 Parliament. 

7 Thediſfolution of a ſecond Parliament at Weſtminſter, in the ſecond yeare af- 
ter a declarative grant of no lefſe then five Subſidies, and the (ad ifſues that lowed 
to the Kingdome thereupon. 

$ As firlt, the violentexa&ing from the people of that mighty ſumame of the 

five Subſidies, or a ſumme equall ro it by a Commiſhon for a Royall-Loan, as.ic 
was called. 

9 Many worthy Gentlemen imprifoned and vexed, that refafed to pay it.” 

10 Great ſummes of money extorted from SubjeRs by Privy Seals and Exciſes 

11 The moſt hopefull Petition of Right, blaſted in the very bloſlome of it, 
2 Parliament. 

12 Athird Parliament called, and quickly broken in the fourteenth yeare of 
the King, and therein Parliamentary priviledges .extreamly violated by after ill- 
uſage of ſome of the beſt and worthict Membcrs thereof, who were clapt up cloſe 
, denied all ordinary and extraordinary comforts of life, and preſervatian 
of health, which nvight have proved perpermns to them, had nota fourth Parlia- 


ment (which afterward happened) neceffirated their releife and releaſe,

21 Thus farre for the miſeries of the Common-Wealth ; now alfs for the Churs 
ches danger,and difirefle, the amazing miſeries of the Subjets Conſciences alſo, 
by the intolerable burden of Popiſh Ceremonies, Rex277h Innovations and ſuch like 
other outrages of the Arch Prelateof Canterbury, and his Prelaticall Agents and

27 Nay, not onely thus lamentably- moleſted us at home in Eng/and ; but at- - 
tempted the like on our brethren in Scot /and, . indeavouring to impoſe upon their 
conſciences alſo, a New Liturgie, anda booke of Canons, upon the firſt introdu= 
cing whereof into their Church, they not induring them, threw ſtones and ſtcoles 
atthe Arch-Biſhop of St. Andrews head, and beat - him outof the Church, crying 
out a Pape,a-Pape, and ſo rid themſelves of them. - | 

23 Upon which refuſall cf theirs, O what foule calumnies and ſcoffes were im«-

29. An Army was allo raiſed to oppreſle and ſuppreſſe them, for thus reſiſting 
the Arch-prelates moſt injurious impoſitions on them. 

A mighty and tumultuous rifing of Apprentices and young men, in Southwarke 
and Lanteth fide, with clubs and other weapons eſpecially at the Arch-biſhops 
houſe, which put him into ſuch a fright,- as made him flye- to Croyden, to convey

31 A firſt pacification being then made by the King, and ſome of his Nobility; 
and ratified under hand and Seal twixt them and the Scots ; yet was it ſhortly after 
ſhamefully violated, and broken quite off by the Arch-prelate of Canerbury,.-and-. 
the Earle of Straford, and burnt by the hangman at the Exchange, ow 

4 Parliament. 

33 A fourth Parliament was thereupon ſhortly after called again; by thoſe com- 

plotters meanes, but toa very ill intent, and another Parl:ament ſummoned alſo 


at the.ſame time by the Earle of uy 4 in Ire/aud;both of them onely to levy and 
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procure *monies to raiſe another Army - 7 4new War againſt the Scots, 

33 TheShips,and goods of our Brethren of Scotland; were, in all parts and ports 
of this Kingdome, and of Ireland, alſo ſurpriſed and ſeized on forthe King ; their 
Commiſlioners denyed audience. to make their juſt defence to.the King, and the 
whole Kingdome of*Scot/and and England too, hereupon muchdiſtrafted and di- 
= mpered with leavying of mouies, and impriſoning all among us that refuſed the 

ame. 

1 34 This Patliament alſorefufing to comply with theKing,Canterbuyy and Strd- 
ford,in thisEpiſcopal war againſt theScots,was ſoon diffolyed8&broken up by them 
and thereupon they returned to their former wayes of waſte and confuſion, and the 
very next day after the diſſolution thereof ſome eminent members of both Houles, 
had their Chambers, and Studies, yea, their Cabinets and very pockets of their 
wearing cloathes {( betimes in the morning before they were out of their beds) 
ſearched for letters and writings,and ſome of them alſo impriſoned, and a falſe and 
moſt (candalous declaration was publiſhed againſt the Houſe of Commons inthe 
Kings name. 

35 Aforced Loan of money was attempted in the Gity of Lowlorn, tobe made a 
' prefident-(if it prevailed-there ) for the whole Kingdom, but ſume Aldermen refuſ- 
ing.were ſorely threatned and impriſoned, x, 

36 In which intcrim, the Clergies Convocation continuing (notwithſtanding 
the diſſolution of the Parliament) new conſcience-opprefling Canons were forged, 
anda ſtrange Oath, with a monſtrous ec. in it, was framed for the eſtabliſhing of 
the Biſhops Hierarchy, with ſevere puniſhments on the refulers to take it. 

37 In this Convocation ſore taxations were alſ5 impoſed upon the whole Cler- 
o1e, cyen no lefle than fix Subſidies, beſides a bountifull. contribution to forward 
that intende. war againſt our brethren of Scotland. 

38 For the advancing of which ſaid ſummes for this war, the Popiſh pontifician 
party, and their ſcandalcus prieſts were moſt free and forward ; yea, and a ſolemn 
prayer was compoſed, and impoſed by the Biſhops on their Miniſters every where 
2:0 be uſed and read mall Churches againſt the Scots, as rebcls and traytors. 

39 The papiſts alfo ina high meaſure enjoyed even almoſt a totall roleration 3 
and aPopes Nuncio ſuffered amongſt us to at and governall Romith affaires, yea, 
a kind of a private popiſh-parliament kept inthe Kingdom, and popiſh juriſdiQi- 
ons,erected among them. 

49. Commiſſions were alſo(lecretly)iflued ont for ſome great and eminent pa- 
piſts, for-martull Commands, — of Sculdiers, and ſtrengthening their 

purty with Armes and Ammunition of all ſorts, and :n great plenty. 

41. His Majefties trealure was by theſe meanes (o extreamly exhauſted,and his 
revenues ſo anticipated, that he was inforced to compell (as it were) his own Ser- 
vants, Judges, and.Officers ef all ſorts, to lend him great ſummes of money, and. 
priming filled with refuſers of theſe and the other illegall payments ; yea , many 

livh: Sheriffes ſimmoned into the Star-chamber, and to rhe Councel-Soard, and 
ſome of them impriloned for not-be'ng quicke enough in levying of Ship- money, 
and ſuch like intolerable tax1tions. | 

42. In ſumme, the whole Kingdome was now brought into a lamentable and 
hnguiſhing condition of being moſt miſerably bought and fold to any that could

ive and contribute moſt of -might a LTD againft us, and no hope of: hamane 
os but dolout, deſperation and deſtryion, to be the portian of all. 

43. In which interimour Brethren of $c0:14:d being entered into our Kingdom, 
for their. owne juſt defence, the King had advanced his Royall-Standard at Torke, 
Where the creame of the Kingdortie, Nobles, and Gentry, being aſſembled, and a 
Treaty betwixt the primie' of both Artaies had at Rippon , for a taire and peaceable 
accommodation; the King was, at laſt, inforced to take his Nobles counſcl,and in

the firſt place,a ceſſation of Armes agreed epzind then this fifth preſent Pa#liament, - 
(the Parliament of Parljaments, ) was'nectllitouſly reſolved onto begin, Novmbey

44+ Bur, behold, a deſperate plot and defigne was herein alſo , immediatelyſet 
on foot, to ſpoyle or poylon'it in the very Embrjoand cunſtitution of it, in the firſt 
choyce of the Members thereof, by Letters from the King, Queen, malignantand 
Popiſh Earles, Lords, Knights, and Gentry,poſted into all parts of the Kingdome,

- plot was counterplotted, and wonderfully fruſtrated,and the Parliament moſt hope= 


fully congregated and ſctled. 
45. Shortly after, a very formidable Spaniſh-Fleet, or Armado, appeared on our 


. Engliſh narrow Seas, in fight of Doyer , and was comming in (as was , onyery 


ftrong grounds, more than probably conjeRured)as a third party,to help ro deſtroy 
us; the Spaniards hoping, that by this time, we and the Scots were together by the 
eares, but they were by Gods mercy,beaten off from us by our Neigh>ours of Hol- 
land. And we fighting againſt them, we fought again our friends. 

The Souldiers in their paflage to Torke,turn Reformers,pul down Popiſh piQures, 
breake downe rayles, turne altars igto tables, and thoſe Popiſh Commanders,that 


| were to command them, they forced to eat fleſh on Fridayes , thruſting it downe 


their throats, and ſome they flew. 

46,1n the time of ours and the Scots Armies reſiding in the North, which was in 
Fune 1641. the popiſh and malignant Lords and Prelates , fearing the effe&s of 
this preſent Parliament , complotted together to diſaffe& that our Engliſh Army a- 
vainſt the Parliament, and endeayoured to bring it cut of the North, Southward, 
and ſo te Lendsn, to compell the parliament to ſuch limits and rulesas they thought
